Mr.  Chairman,  My  Lord,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  my  Department  for  the  year  1956,  I 
should  like  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  way  in  which  both  members  and 
staff  helped  me  in  getting  to  know  my  way  about,  when  I  joined  the  Authority 
in  March.  The  most  ugent  task  at  the  outset  was  to  co-ordinate  my  duties 

through  a  central  health  office  and  this  has  been  done  with  some  success,  while 

preserving  the  fact  that  the  four  Local  Sanitary  Authorities  exist  as  such  in¬ 
dependently  of  one  another,  and  of  the  County  Council.  Y/orking  for  five 

Authorities  at  one  and  the  same  time  has  its  snags  and  anxious  moments,  but  I 

think  my  first  impression,  that  the  advantages  of  this  system  outweigh  the  dis¬ 
advantages,  will  be  confirmed. 

The  epidemic  of  measles  which  began  in  late  1955  spread  rapidly  throughout 
the  district  and  most  of  the  363  cases  actually  notified  occurred  in  the  first 
quarter  ol  the  year:  the  epidemic  did  not  die  out  until  late  August. 

One  ol  the  two  cases  of  paralytic  poliomyelitis  in  the  Land's  End  Area 
occurred  in  this  district  at  the  height  of  the  holiday  season.  Fortunately, 
fcheru  were  no  further  cases.  Early  in  the  year  the  Minister  of  Health  announced 
a. nation-wide  vaccination  scheme  s.gainst  this  disease  and  its  detailed  organisa¬ 
tion  in  this  Area  was  delegated  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  to  me,  as  Area 
Medxcax. Officer  -  just  another  example  of  the  overlap  of  interests  where  public 
health  is  concerned.  Due  to  extremely  limited  supplies  of  vaccine,  the  scheme 
got  away  bo  a  very  modest  start.  On  Ministry  instructions  registration  was 
only  otfered  to  children  born  between  1947  and  1954>  and  then  only  children  bom 
in.  certain  months  were  selected  for  immunisation.  In  the  Land’s  End  Area  1,098 
children  were  registered  but  by  the  end  of  the  year  only  120  had  completed  a 

course  of  two  injections.  Of  these  41  were  from  the  Rural  District  -  a  small, 
but  hopeful  beginning. 

In  referring  Members  to  Mr.  Hitchen's  Report  in  the  pages  that  follow,  I 
should  like  to  stress  the  amount  of  routine  work  done,  despite  staff  shortage, 
all  directed  to  the  prevention  of  disease  and  the  improvement  of  the  environment 
of  the  population.  The  work  done  in  encouraging  owners  to  provide  septic  tanks 
to  the  dwellings  on  Gwithian  Towans  is  a  very  good  example  of  this. 

The  new  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  make  it  possible  to  help  and  advise  food 
handlers  on  the  standards  they  must  attaii^  and  clean,  safe  food  handled  in  clean, 
safe  surroundings  is  particularly  important  in  a  popular  holiday  area  such  as 
ours.  Unfortunately,  during  the  year  under  review,  it  v/as  not  possible  to  follow 
up  these  Regulations  by  a  detailed  survey  of  the  premises  involved.  Even  when 
the  sanitary  Inspector  staff  was  restored  to  its  full  establishment  of  two  by 

the  appointment  of  Mr.  Stevenson  there  was  more  than  enough  other  work  already 
in  hand.

A  market  was  found,  for  reclaimed  bottles  from  the  tip  face 
and  over  9,000  were  sold  together  with  over  8  tons  of  rags,  wool 
and  non  ferrous  metal  and  from  which  an  income  of  £262.  was  brought 
to  account.  Iron  scrap  was  not  salvaged  chiefly  due  to  the 
personnel  position  and  the  anticipated  move  from  the  Gwithian  site 
at  short  notice,  however,  it  is  proposed  to  institute  the  recovery 
of  metal  from  the  Trewinnard  site  as  soon  as  practicable  in 
accordance  with  the  wishes  of  the  Ministry  as  a  National  asset. 

A  new  10  cu.yd.  diesel  vehicle  was  purchased  during  the  year 
to  replace  an  old  7  cu.yd.  vehicle  which  was  taken  over  by  the  Wator 
Department  to  act  as  a  water  tanker. 

The  village  of  Roseworthy  with  twelve  houses  in  our  district 
had  a  refuse  collection  service  instituted  by  arrangement  with 
Camborno-R o^ruth  U.D.C.  who  operate  a  regular  collection  for  that 
part  of  the  village  within  their  area  on  payment  at  the  rate  of  1/- 
per  bin  per  week. 

A  total  of  3,563  loads  were  disposed  of  at  Gwithian  tip 
representing  1,150  by  West  Penwith,  2,014  loads  by  St.  Ives  Borough 
and  399  from  Industrial  and  Commercial  undertakings .  Trebehor  tip 
catered  for  161  loads. 

Both  tips  have  been  disinfested  against  rats  on  numerous 
occasions.  The  gully  emptier  service  which  was  introduced  in  1955 
for  our  district  continued  to  work  satisfactorily  and  during  the  year 
88  requisitions  were  made  on  us  and  complied  w ith,  the  gre£t  majority 
of  which  were  carried  out  without  undue  delay  and  inconvenience  and 
during  normal  working  hours.  Rarely  now  do  we  get  complaints  of 
poor  service. 


2.  MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION. 

Details  of  the  numbers  of  animals  killed  and  inspected  during 
the  year  together  with  condemnations  are  given  in  Appendix  rrD  TT 

No  difficulties  are  experienced  at  the  slaughterhouses  with"  ' 
condemnations,  and  diseased  or  inedible  meat  is  surrendered 
voluntarily  by  the  managements  without  the  formalities  of  seizure.- 

As  anticipated  in  the  last  Annual  Report,  the  amount  of  overtime 
spent  at  slaughterhouses  has  been  substantially  reduced  owing  chiefly 
to  the  necessity  of  keeping  animals  killed  at  nights  until  the 
following  morning  for  grading  purposes  under  dead  weight  certification. 
Our  visits  outside  normal  working  hours  are  therefore  97  as  against 
220  last  year.  Assistance  was  given  to  both  St.  Just  U.D.C.  and 
St.  Ives  Borough  during  their  Inspectors’  holiday  periods. 

As  in  previous  years,  three  only  of  the  four  licensed  slaughter¬ 
houses  were  in  constant  use  and  although  much  is  required  to  comply 
with  standards  already  put  forward  by  the  Inuor-depar tmental  Committee 
Report  of  1955  until  Regulations  have  been  adopted,  neither  the 
managements  nor  the  Council  are  clear  on  how  to  plan  for  the  future. 

It  is  hoped  that  regulations  will  not  depart  too  far  from  the  Committee 
Report  and  that  they  will  not  be  unduly  delayed. 

The  Council  received  a  petition  relating  to  one  of  the  licensed 
slaughterhouses  and  resolved  to  take  no  action  at  that  juncture. 

3.  KNACKERS  YARDS . 

One  new  Knackers  Yard  at  Hayle  was  built  during  the  year  to 
replace  an  older  one  and  it  was  completed  in  accordance  with  the 
Council’s  Byelaws  which  came  into  force  in  September,  1956. 


4.-  WATER  SUPPLIES 


Samples  taken  throughout  the  year  (details  Appendix  "c") 
were  in  the  main  satisfactory  and  where  unsatisfactory  results 
were  reported,  action  was  taken  by  way  of  investigation  and  remedy. 

With  a  number  of  public  wells  and  small  local  schemes  in  existence 
where  possibility  of  pollution  was  evident,  notices  to  boil  were 
fixed.  In  a  number  of  cases,  particularly  village  wells  where 
unsatisfactory  results  are  regular,  such  notices  will  remain  until 
a  more  satisfactory  mains  supply  is  available. 

Numerous  samples  and  advice  has  been  given  to  owners  of 
privately  owned  water  supplies  and  in  most  cases  works  of  improvement 
have  resulted  in  a  purer  supply.  Again  particularly  with  regard  to 
well  supplies,  the  cleaning  and  surface  protection  together  with  the 
use  of  unglazed  porcelain  type  filters  have  been- found  to  be  justified. 

5.  HUTTED  SITES. 

There  are  two  large  sites  in  the  area,  one  at  Riviere  Towans , 

Hayle  and  the  other  at  Gwithian  Towans. 

In  the  case  of  Riviere  Towans,  agreement  was  reached  between 
the  owners  and  the  Council  not  to  exceed  a  maximum  of  300  huts.  The 
use  of  these  properties  is  subject  to  an  agreement  with  the  ground  owners 
one  condition  of  which  is  their  seasonal  occupation  only.  The  system 
of  sewage  disposal  is  by  use  of  chemical  systems  which  by  arrangement 
with  the  owner  and  by  means  of  a  tank  vehicle,  the  contents  are  taken 
away  periodically  for  final  disposal  into  an  Otway  Pit  which  is 
properly  covered  and  fenced  in.  Water  supplies  are  by  means  of 
standpipes  through  the  site  and  refuse  removal  is  catered  for  by  the 
Council  during  the  Sui.mier  months. 

In  the  case  of  Gwithian  Towans,  a  large  number  of  the  properties 
are  occupied  all  the  year  round  and  as  a  result  the  Council  decided 
that  each  property  should  have  a  proper  water  supply  and  drainage 
arrangements .  T  uere  is  a  mains  water  supply  available  and  notwith¬ 
standing  that  septic  tank  systems  could  not  in  the  large  majority  of 
cases  be  installed  far  from  the  dwellings  some  59  systems  were  installed 
during  the  year.  Because  of  the  limited  space  available  to  each 
hut  necessitating  close  septic  tanks,  the  alternative  method  of 
sewage  disposal  frequently  resulted  in  the  indescr iminate  dumping 
over  the  Cliffs  and  on  the  sand  banks  giving  rise  to  numerous  complaints, 
therefore,  although  the  present  arrangements  are  not  ideal,  they  are 
far  better  than  those  which  existed  previously.  In  dealing  with 
some  93  properties  without  satisfactory  services,  the  clearance  of  all 
will  naturally  take  some  time. 

6.  LIFESAVING  EQUIPMENT 

The  Council  gave  some  serious  thought  to  the  question  of 
lifesaving  equipment  along  its  many  bathing  places  and  as  a  result 
some  new  up-to-date  equipment  recommended  by  the  Royal  Lifesaving 
Society  was  purchased  together  with  some  modified  reels.  According 
to  the  circumstances  we  have  now  either/or  combinations  of  these  and 
the  usual  lifebelts  around  our  coast  as  follows :-
